Three paintings by a Terre 
Haute artist have come home, 
thanks to a New York 
collector/art historian and his 
local friend. 

Three miniature portraits by 
Terre Hautean Amalia Kussner, 
painted in 1894 in watercolor on 
ivory, have been given to the 
Shelden Swope Art Museum by 
Lewis Hoyer Rabbage. The por- 
traits, along with two other 
miniatures by Otto Merkel, are 
on display at the Swope. 

Rabbage, who spoke on Amer- 
ican miniature painting last fall 
at the Swope, gave the portraits 
to the Swope in honor of Frances 
E. Hughes, whom Rabbage came 
to know through his interest in 
Kussner. 

Hughes, woman’s page editor 
and feature writer for the Terre 
Haute Star until 1972, devoted 
some 20 years to researching 
Kussner’s life and work. She had 
contacted the Worcester Art 
Museum in Massachusetts for 
information about its Kussner 
holdings. Rabbage was a New 
York businessman and collector 
and authority on miniature 
painting. He became interested 
in Kussner, as well, and 10 years 
ago, the Worcester museum put 
him in touch with Hughes. 

Hughes recalled that she 
eventually turned all her Kuss- 
ner research over to Rabbage, 
whose principal focus was, as 
Hughes puts it, “the revival of 
miniature portrait-painting in 
America.” 

Hughes wrote that the revival 
of miniature portrait-painting in 
the United States in the 1890s 
“was due in large part to Amalia 
Kussner,” and in a letter to 
Hughes, Rabbage credited Hugh- 
es with a renewal of interest in 
the Terre Haute-raised painter. 

Hughes’ work on Kussner 
eventually materialized in a fall 
1990 article in the Indiana His- 
torical Society's Traces maga- 
zine. She and Rabbage continued 
to correspond for some time, and

Play puts issues ‘in your face’

Both Diane Weaver and 
KenYatta Rogers come to Kurt- 
ti’s play from big-city back- 
grounds, Rogers from Colum- 
bia, Md., part of the Washing- 
ton, D.C. megalopolis, and 
Weaver from Cleveland. 

‘Tve seen that legless man in 
the subway,” says Weaver. 

“(Frankie is a] kid I see 
every day,” says Rogers. “I 
passed through him at 16 — 
the fantasy life, the tough choic- 
es ... right down to the comic 
books.” As a matter of fact, 
Rogers confides, playing 
Frankie is somewhat painful for 
him. 

Rogers is at SummerStage 
this year because of fellow Sum- 
merStage player Aaron James 
Knight, who spotted him in a 
Pittsburgh-area production late 
last winter. When Knight heard 
SummerStage was having trou- 
ble finding a Frankie for “Three 


Ways Home,” hesimply said “I 
just saw somebedy.” 

Rogers is a graduate of Clark 
Atlanta University and is cur- 
rently working on a master of 
fine arts degree at the Universi- 
ty of Pittsburgh. 

Some of us may squirm a bit 
at the end of the play, where 
Kurtti’s optimism might strike 
us as forced. The characters, 
which Rogers sees as universal, 
might seem to us as little more 
than familiar stereotypes of the 
White Yuppie, the Welfare 
Mother and the Street Kid. 
Here’s where our gut reaction 
to the play’s events may give 
way to a less positive rational 
response, one where we say 
Kurtti poses questions but gives 
few answers. 

But Weaver and Rogers see 
things differently. 

“Who's to say how far it 
should go?” asks Weaver. “The 


play might not necessarily 
change anyone; you just have to 
go with yourself. It gets you to 
start thinking about other peo- 
ple’s lives — it might make you 
mad, it might make you sad.” 

The play’s point, as Rogers 
puts it, is “to have people ques- 
tion what they see and always 
look deeper,” a point of view 
that Kurtti expresses in the 
play’s 1988 production notes. 

“These are three characters’ 
lives,” Rogers continues. “Each 
person’s life is affected by envi- 
ronment and choices they have 
to make.” 

As for the upbeat ending of 
the play, Rogers thinks “we are 
much more empathetic than we 
know.”

Barnard is an accomplished 
guitarist, vocalist and songwriter 
who incorporates many music 
styles, including upbeat country, 
folk and blues on the guitar, 
banjo and mountain dulcimer. 

The performance is free, 
though a standard $2 per car will 
be charged at the gate, $5 for out- 
of-state license plates. Lawn 
chairs or blankets are suggested. 
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three years ago, Rabbage came to 
Terre Haute for the first of sever- 
al visits; the two scholar-friends 
spoke by telephone every Sunday 
for a number of years. 

But Rabbage is now seriously 
ill in Connecticut. 

A few months ago, he decided 
to donate the five miniatures to 
the Swope in Hughes’ honor — a 
gesture that came as a very 
pleasant surprise to Hughes. 

“I didn’t know the miniatures 
were going to the Swope until 
they got here,” Hughes said. 

It’s not difficult to understand 
Rabbage and Hughes’ interest in 
Kussner; the daughter of Ger- 
man immigrants, once compared 
to Aphrodite by a Harper’s 
Bazaar magazine writer, led a 
fascinating life. 

Kussner was born in Green- 
castle in 1863 but grew up in 
Terre Haute. She went off to New 
York, where she perhaps became 
a staff artist at the famous 
Tiffany Studios. In any case, she 
later established herself as a por- 
traitist, acquiring commissions 
from members of America’s social 
elite and gaining entry to high 
society in her own right

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Indeed, in 1900, she married 
Charles du Pont Coudert at New 
York. Mysteriously, she painted 
very little after the marriage. 

But before her marriage, 
Hughes says in her article, Kuss- 
ner painted some 200 miniature 
portraits and traveled to Europe 
to paint, in miniature, such 
august personages as Cecil 
Rhodes, King Edward VII of Eng- 
land and Czar Alexander II of 
Russia and the Czarina and 
Grand Duchess Olga. , 

According to Ed Quick, direc- 
tor of the Swope, Kussner was 
“one of the most famous artists to 
come out of Terre Haute, a world- 
renowned ‘jet set’ artist. She had 
a remarkable facility for captur- 
ing the vibrancy of life.” 

Quick says the Kussners and 
Merkels are the first miniature 
portraits acquired by the muse- 
um. He knows of only three other 
Kussner works in Indiana — two 
full-size paintings in the St. 
Mary-of-the-Woods College col- 
lections and a miniature in a pri- 
vate collection in Indianapolis. 

The popularity of miniature 
portraits, which were often 
designed to be worn as memen-

tos, dates from antiquity. In th 
18th century, ivory became i 
surface of choice for miniat 
portraits because of the brillig 
of color it encouraged. 

In 19th century United States, 
itinerant portraitists made their 
way around the country ick 
pointed out that the first Proper 
portrait painted in Indiana Was 
an early 19th century miniature 
by Louis Peckham. 

The arrival of photography. 
which produced cheap, portable 
likenesses, eventually spelled 
doom in the late for the minią. 
ture-portrait tradition. 

Too bad, say miniature af. 
cionados. While the Kussner and 
Merkel portraits may not eyj. 
dence “photographic” realism, 
Kussner’s miniatures especially 
feature a soft, detailed effect rem. 
iniscent of 18th century pastéls. 

The three Kussner portraits 
are of Charles Hamot Strong, his 
wife, Annie Wainwright Scott 
Strong, and their daughter, 
Matilda Strong. The Merkels are 
of Matilda Thora Scott Ronalds, 
the daughter of Matilda Strong 
and Reginald Ronalds. The 
Merkels date from 1909 to 1919. 
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in-your-faceness to Summer-

Both actors insist that a per- 
former can’t alter his or her con- 
cept of the character to compen- 
sate for different audience consti- 
tuiencies; it’s a question of 
artistic integrity that develops 
between the actor and his part.

Frankie into the streets of Terre 
Haute recently, dressing in duds 
that included a cool bandana,

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French guitarist 
creates cool sound 


French guitarist-singer-com- 
poser Pierre Bensusan is appar- 
ently something of a trade secret, 
4 “guitarist $ guitarist,” as the 


- cliche goes. 


But we all oughta take a listen 
to Bensusan’s new Rounder 
album, “Wu Wei,” which is a very 
cool example of how to take jazz, 
New Age sounds and pop, mix 
them with European and African 
currents and come up with some- 
thing fresh, clean and happy. 

The album’s title number is 
typical of Bensusan’s approach. 
The title, a reference to Taoist 
philosophy, anchors the mood in 
philosophy and religion, and Ben- 
susan exploits multiple harmonic 
lines (thanks to sophisticated 
over-dubbing) and perfect bal- 
ance between earthy bass tones 


“ and crystal-bright melodic phras- 
` es, both played plectrum-style on 


acoustic guitar. 

As we said, Bensusan sings too 
and sometimes he sings words, 
French words. 

“Poussiere d’Amants,” with 
lyrics by Philippe Val, demon- 
strates clearly that Bensusan is 
as charming a singer as he is a 
guitar virtuoso. The specific 
charm here is the sensitive inter- 
play between his two instru- 
ments — voice and guitar — to 


, the point it’s occasionally difficult 


to distinguish between the two. 
But while Bensusan is based 


. in France, he’s of Middle Eastern 


origin and two of the album’s 
most haunting tunes draw on his 
ethnic background. 

“Falafel” is an exotic tapestry

“Awali” is also heady stuff. 
Again, Bensusan develops Arabic 
music and French lyrics and 
expands ethereally, again, both 
vocally and on guitar, engaging in 
joyous, buoyant counterpoint. 
The result is at the same time 
mystical and down-to-earth, in a 
true folk-song sense. 

One of the disk’s instrumen- 
tals, “Lord Hook of Cumbria,”

LOS ANGELES (AP) — ABC’s 
“PrimeTime Live” interview with 
Michael Jackson put the network 
on top of last week’s ratings, with 
about 60 million viewers watch- 
ing at least part of the show. 

For June 12-18, ABC had six of 
the top 10 programs to earn a 9.2 
average rating and 18 share, 
according to figures Tuesday 
from Nielsen Media Research. 

NBC was second with an 8.1 
rating, 16 share, followed by CBS’ 
7.4 rating, 14 share. Fox Broad- 
casting Co., which programs 15 of 
22 prime-time hours, had a 4.7 
rating, 9 share.

Don Was is a producer who 
loves to take veteran musicians 
and popularize their stuff by 
watering down their repertoire 
and styles. 

_ Was’ method worked for Bon- 
nie Raitt several years ago but 
not for Delbert McClinton, and 
his production of “The Road Goes 
on Forever” (Liberty Records) by 
Willie Nelson, Johnny Cash, Kris 
Kristofferson and Waylon Jen- 
nings — The Highwaymen —is so 
watered down that it’s bloated. 

This is the worst recording I’ve 
heard so far this year. Let us 
count the ways. 

There are two (count ’em) 
decent numbers here: a bouncy 
rendition of Steve Earle’s “The 
Devil’s Right Hand,” and “Wait- 
ing For A Long Time.” The latter 
comes closest to actually ringing 
the bell, led by Al Anderson’s 
flailing away with some great 
electric guitar. Some genuine 
feeling here, it seems. 

But... 

Jennings wrote and sings “I Do 
Believe,” a dreary number about 
his personal deity, as if anybody 
could care about Waylon Jen- 
nings’ theology. As a melody, the 
song sounds as though Jennings 
made it up, just like his theology, 
as he went along. 

Later, Cash does “Death and 
Hell,” a song he wrote with his 
son, John Carter Cash. Aargh! 
“Death and Hell” sounds like two- 
bit Tom T. Hall. 

Nelson tries to stir up some 
excitement with “The End Of 
Understanding,” but Kristoffer- 
son’s amateurish vocal on “Here 
Comes That Rainbow Again” is 
beneath even our most energetic 
contempt. 

What happened is that Was 
refined the Cash-Nelson-Kristof- 
ferson-Jennings sound so much 
we never get beyond bland. On 
the whole, the tasteless, tired 
album is painful windbreaking 
and suggests these four geezers, 
who seem like they’re afraid to 
cut loose, have just about had it.
